WAS ALTOGETHER UNEXPECTED

ance by Judge Hart, Because of 
Col, Worrill's lilness. 


‘HE PEOPLE BECAME DISSATISFIED 


Their Hasty and Deplorable Action 
Wes Precipitated Because They 
Believe That Justice Would 
Be Inde™nitely Post- 
poned—Story of 
Lynching. 


WTalbotton, Ga., July 19.—(Special.)—Dr. 


W. L. Ryder, while being returned from 
this place to the Muscogee jail, after hav- 
ing secured a continuance of his trial, 
was lynched by citizens of Talbot county 
near here tonight about 8 o’clock. 

Senday artermoon Kyder was brought 
here from the Muscogee jail to await the 
calling of his case this morning. There was 
no demonstration whatever upon his arri- 
val, neither was there any feeling shown 
during the day after it had become known 
that the case had been continued. But ap- 
pearances were deceptive. The people had 
expected that Ryder would be arraigned 
and tried, and when they found that a de- 
lay had been secured their feelings got 
beyond control and almost before the sher- 
iff was ready to leave on the return trip 
with his prisoner plans were being laid for 
the revenging of the death of Miss Sallie 
Emma Owens. 

Just how the movement started or who 
started it may never be known. Soon after 
Ryder left town, guarded by the sheriff and 
a strong guard, the people who had come 
in to be on hand at the trial began leaving 
the city, presumably for their homes. 

Once outside of town they all changed 
their course and in a short time the road 
Yeading to Waverly Hall, the point where 
Ryder would be put on the train, was lined 
With vehicles. In some way the .demon- 
stration became known to the officers here 
and a runner was dispatched to overtake 
the sheriff and notify him that a mob was 
after his prisoner. The runner traveled 
fast, but the crowd traveled as fast, and 
the two came to Wayerly Hall about the 
Same time. 


How the Lynching Occurred. 


When the judge announced his decision 
granting a continuance until the first Mon- 
day in September the courtroom quietly 
Cleared and fhesdeputy sheriffs were given 
& g00d- deal of time in which to handcuff 
their prisoner. The spectators walked out 
of court without making an effort to show 
and

corted Dr. Ryder back to the little local 
jail here. He rested until about 5 o’clock; 
then’ he was aroused and placed in a cov- 

ered carriagg and driven toward Waverly 

Hall, at which point he wes to be trans- 

ferred to a train for Columbus. 

During the trip to Waverly Hall Dr. 
Ryder was calm and indulged in common- 
Dlace conversation. He manifested not the 
Slightest fear of mob violence.

There was 
a quick rush of those in the rear early in 
the evening, everybody gathered about Ry- 
der in the broad front yard of his stopping 
place at Waverly Hall. The crowd sur- 


rounded the doctor and almost before he 


knew what was happening to him they 
had yanked him back into their wagons. 
As soon as they got Dr. Ryder securely 
in their possession they put their prisoner 
into a wagon and started with him down 
the road. 

The crowd drove Dr. Ryder down toward 
Talbotton amd just in front the big farm 
house of John M. Willis forced him out 
of the wagon. 

They 


threw one-end of it over the limb of a tree 


then tied a rope about his neck, 


and pulled their prisoner clear of the 


earth. 
In a short time he was dead. In the hys- 
terical condition which prevails at this late 


hour nothing is known except the simple 
and pathetic facts wich record his death 
and the things a dead body 
swinging from the limb of a tree seven 


miles from here, and his brothers weeping 


bitterly in a room not half a mile from

How Ryder Appeared. 

He looked to be about forty-five years 
old, and he evidently weighed about 170 
pounds, a large portion of which bas come 
to him through the lack of exercise in 
jail. His face and hands have the dead 


, White color, which results from close con- 


finement, and he showed in every move- 
ment that the flesh he had gained con- 
tained no muscle. His steps were weak 
and uncertain. He had permitted his beard 
to grow, and curling down over his pale 

ips was a long and wavy mustache. The 
dark brown hair in disorder above his 
broad forehead and the untrimmed beard 
of the same color showed in sharp contrast 
to the sickly color of his flabby cheeks. 

He wore a collar, but no necktie, and his 
hat was a black derby. Taken altogether 
he looked just the part he was playing— 
that of an educated and successful profes- 
sional man who by his own rash acts had 
‘been plunged into a despondency which 
left him no hope for the future and noth- 
ing but remorse for the past. 

During the brief morning session the 
doctor fanned and rubbed himself and lis- 
tened to all that was said with apparent 
interest. The scene opened with the an- 
from Solicitor General Gib- 
bert that the state was ready to proceed 
and with thé calling of a long list of the 
proseeution's witnesses.

The list, which contained fifty-one names, 
was handed to a deputy sheriff and he 
bawied them out merrily from the bench. 
while other deputy sheriffs took up the 
chorus at the doors and windows and 
shrieked them out into the unoffending at- 
mosphere. On the outside a number of 
hardy-lunged volunteers contributed their 
best efforts to locating the witnesses, and 
at the end of half an hour the last name 
had been reached. But the net result of 
those located was only three, which left 
forty-cighbt to be accounted for. 

“You see,”’ said Colonel Guerry, cheerful- 
ly, “that we are not at present even in 
shape to complete our motion for a con- 
tinvance, If you can give us till 2? o’clock 
this afernoon we will hand you the full 
motion in proper form and in writing,” 

Judge Hart cogitated for a moment or 
two and then #\d the defense to give him 
as much information as they then pos- 
sessed as to their plea for a continuance. 
Colonel Guerry read long affidavits from 
from Colonel Worrill’s four physicians say- 
ing that he was sick, from all the associate 
counsel saying that Colonel Worrill was 
sick, and from various other sources to the 
same effect. 

“The defendant will make a similar affi- 
davit,’’ said Colonel Guerry in conclusion. 

The defense said that if they could get 
a little time they would be able to prepare 
their motion for a continuance on the 


ground of the absengg-of material- wit- 
nesses, which they coe not do until the 
noon train from Macon arrived. Judge 
Hart consulted Socilitor General Gilbert 
and that gentleman said that he was will- 
ing to give the other side all the time that 
was necessary, but he suggested that 1 
o'clock was a better hour for reassembling 
the court than 2.

The prosecution, in reply to the motion 
for a continuance, made an effort to show 
that the defense was only playing a wait- 
ing game and that proper efforts had not 
been made to bring the missing witnesses 
into court. They called to the stand Pro- 
fessor R. A. Ryder, brother of the defend- 
ant, and attempted to learn from him 
what had been done in the way of prepar- 
Ing the case for trial. But they did not 
learh very much on this line, for Professor 
Ryder dumped all the responsibility on 
Colonel Worrill, who was not present to 
explain.

Washington, July 19.—_—-(Special.)—The 


conference report makes the tariff bill 
Slaringly sectional in its every detail.

with their act.éns in the past and justify 


to the full the democratic criticism of 
sectionalism.

trary. Under the goading of Semators bba- 
con, Clay and others, charging them with 
sectionalism and discrimination against 
the south, republicans voted tor the cot- 
ton tariff.

The Changes in Detail. 

Washington, July 19.—The tanff bill was 
pushed through the conference stage to-. 
day, after two hours’ discussion before 
the full cOnferencé cuomni.ttecs deimeciats 
and republicans, held in the senate timance 
committee room this morning. At the 
Outset the democratic conferees asked un- 
til Tuesday morning to go over the report, 
saying .this course was preferable to go- 
ing over it with the republicans. To test 
this question, Mr. Vest, democrat, of Mis- 
souri, moved an adjournment until tomor- 
row, which was defeated by a sir.ct parly 
_vote. 


Wheeler, demovrat, of Alabama, offered 
amendments to the report, but were met 
with the statement that it would merely 
consume time to urge amendments, as 
they wou be rejected. Representative 
Wheeler, democrat, of Alabama, offred 
amendments placing cotton bagging and 


cotton ties on the free list; also a substi- 
tute proposition for rebate® on these 
articles. These and other amendments 
were withdrawn, however, as there was no 
prospect of favorable action on them. 
Shortly before neon Mr. Dingley meved 
that the report be submitted to the two 
houses. This prevailed by a party vote 
ald the meeting adjourned. 

There was little clash during the discus- 
sion, and the democratic members of the 
conference contented themselves with a 
protest against the report and the manner 
of agreeing to it. A statemeygt was iater 
issi@d concerning the report, in which it 
reviewed the changes made. Ci sugar the 
Statement says: 

“The house differential between raw and 
refined Sugars and the general fecatures 
O1 the house scredule is preserved, and 
the senate ammendments increas.ng the dif- 
ferential to one-fifth and providing for a 
reduction of one-tenth of the auly on raw 
Sugars not above 7 degrees, which wouid 
have given a duty of 1.39 on s8-degree sugar 
and only 120 on Si-degree sugar, are not 
adopted. In deference to the wishes of 
those interested in beet sugar production 
that the senate raté of 15 on retined 
Sugar might be retained as an increased 
encouragement to tiis industry, the duty 
On raw sugars is increased seven and one- 
half hundredths. so as to make the in- 
crease on them tue same as the increase 
On refined sugar, and thus leave the dif- 
ferential between raw sugar and refined 
the same as in the house Dill. And to 
meet the objectioa which has been urged 
that the house rates on low gradg raw 
Sugar show a higher ad valorem than 
thos? on the higher grades, the duty on 
76-degree sugar is reduced five hundredths 
of 1 cent and then the duty per degree 
incredsed from three hundredths (as pro- 

osed in the house biil), to three and a 
malf hundredths in order to raise the 
duty on raw sugars the same as on re- 
fined. 

“By this arrangement raw sugar of 
one hundred degrees purity is raised from 
1.75 (as proposed originally in the house) 
to 1.8242, and the duty on refined sugar is 
raised from 1.87% (as proposed originally 
by the house) io 1.95, thns giving the same 
differential of twelve and a ha!f hundredths 
between raw and refined sugar at this po-nt 
as was or.ginmally given by the house. As

“The duty of 20 per on imported 
cotton, as proposed by the senate, is not 
agreed to, for the reason that the only 
cotton imported is Egyptian cotton. whien

“The senate chenges in flax ard hemp 
are adopted. Comprom'se rates on manu- 
factures of jute, flax, ete., are agreed to,

reduced rates. 

“The house rates on wool. of 11 cents on 
class 1 and 12 cents on class 2, are adopted, 
and the senate specific rates on carpet 
Wools agreed to with a modification raising 
the dividing line so as to place a duty of 


4 cents per pound on such wools, valued 
at 12 cents and less. and 7 cents on such 
WoOoOis valued at more than 12 cents. The 


duties on manufactures of wools are placed 
at substantially the same rates as in the 
act of iS90. 

‘The duties on silk remain at substantial- 
lv the same rates as provided by the house. 
The duties on wood pulp for paper and on 
haper are converted into specific form at 
substantially the same ad valorem rate, 
With proviso added for an additional duty 
as against any ceuntry that imposes an 
export duty on pulp or woods. The duties 
on manufactures of paper are substantial- 
ly the same as passed by the house. 


Coal Is Reduced. 


“The sundries s¢hedule remains substan- 


tially as it passed the house. Coal, how- 
ever, is reduced to 67 cents per ton, and 


coal slack or cium to-.15 cents per ton, as 
proposed by senate amendment 647. 
“A duty of 15 cents is placed on hides of 


cattle, which were placed on the free list 
by the house. The senate amendment pro- 
posed a duty of 20 per cent, Dut this has 
been reduced to 15 per cent. A proviso is 
added for a full drawback of the duty 
pale on hides subsequently exported as 
eather. 


“Paintings and statuary for private use 
remained dutiable as provided by the house, 
but at 20 per cent. The free list as passed 
the house is in the main adopted, except 
that bolting cloths and several. kinds of 
essential oiis have been added. The house 
provision applying a remedy to the whole- 
sale introduction of goods into this’ coun- 
try free of duty, by Americans visiting 
Europe, is substantially adopted. 

“The house and the senate reciprocity 
plans.are united and adopted with modifi- 
cations. In the senate plan any commer- 
cial treaty must be, approved by congress 
before it goes into effect, and in°the house 
plan chicle, silk, laces, sugar, mineral wa- 
ters and hides have been_ stricken and 
tonka and vanilla beans added. 

“The senate provision imposing an equiv- 
fient countervailing duty on imports from 
foreign countries, which have paid an ex- 
port duty, is adopted. The senate pro- 
Vision increasing the internal revenue tax 
on cigarettes is agreed to, with ‘an amend- 
ment covering cigarettes wrapped in tobac- 
co, and provisions to inforce the collection 
ot the tax. The senate provision.changing 
the law so as to allow no rebate on the tax 
on beer is agreed to. 

“The senate provision for a stamp tax 
on the issue and transfer of stock, and on 
bends issved by corporations, is omitted 
from the bill. 

“The administrative sections added to the 


bill by the senate are substantlally the 
same as those passed by the house in the 
fifty-fourth congress and are agreed to

The other amendments in the chem- 
ical schedule concur with thé senate with 
sight deductions of rates on many chemi- 
cals and other articles, including linseed 
Olive oil and coal tar dyes, and an in- 
crease of the rates on camphor and 
ground drums.

Where the House Won. 
“Crockery ware .is’Kesiored to the duties 
proposed by the bil S it passe the 


house, which are substantially theduties 
of the act of 1890. 

“Glassware is teft in the main at the 
rates provided by the house bill, the re- 
ductions bemg in the paragraphs relating 
to bottles, molded and pressed glassware 
and cylinder and crown glags. 

“Cement is left at the duty provided by 
the house, instead of hav.ng the duty in- 
creased as proposed by the senate. The 
duty of $1 per ton on gypsum rock, pro- 
posed by the senate, is reduced to ® cents, 
and the duty on ground aod calcined plas- 
ter raised to $3.2 per ton. China clay is 
left at $2 per ton, as provided by the 
house, 

“The duty on fullers earth is slightly 
increased, but left at a lower rate than 
proposed by the senate. 

‘“‘Marble is placed at the increased rates 
proposed by the senate. 

“The reductions of duties on some forms 
of iron and steel proposed by the sen- 
ate are accepted in part as proposed, amd 
Several new paragraphs are introduced 
not heretofore specincally provided for. 

“Cotton ties, which were placed on the 
free list by the senate, are restored to 
the dutiabie list at a reduced duty of 
5-10 of 1 cent. 

“Tin plates are placed at the rate of 
duty provided for in the bill as it pass- 


ed the house, 

“Structural iron ig reduced 1-10 of 1 
cont. 

“The senate amemdment on _. pocket 
Knives, which is substantially the same 


as the paragraph by the house, is agreed 
to, and compromise rates adopted on guns. 

“The house agrees to senate amendment 
316, increasing the duty on lead’ ore 1%, 
cents, and the duty on pig lead is placed 
at 2% cents. 

‘“‘Nickel ore and nickel matter are left on 
the free list as provided by the house. 

“All sawed lumber, except sawed tim- 
ber exceeding eight inches square, is left 
at the rate of $2 per thousand, as pro- 
vided by the house. Planer lumber is also 
placed at the house rates, as agreed to 
by the conferees, the duty on wrapper to- 
bacco is placed at $1.85 per pound, a com- 
promise between the house rate of $2 and 
the senate rate of $1.75, and accepts the 
reduction on filler ‘tobacco.”’ 


The Agricultural Schedule. 


Raw cotton, which the senate made du- 
tiable at the rate of 20 per cent ad valo- 
rem, was restored to the free list. 

The differemce between the two houses 
on beans was compromised, being made 45 
cents per bushel, instead of 40 cents by 
the senate and ® cents by the house. 

The conference restored the house rate 
of 1 cent a pound on garlic instead of % 
of a cent, as fixed by the senate. 

Paragraph 250 in relating to peas was 
changed so as to include seed peas with 
peas in the bulk and the house rate of #4 
cents per bushel restored. The senate 
rate of 30 per cemt ad valorem og natural 
flowers was reduced to 23 per cent. Green- 
house stocks were added to the articles 
made dutiable at 25 per cent ad valorem. 
The duty on seeds not specially provid- 
ed for was made 8 per cent, the senate 


re Se. a 


rate being 25 amd the house rate 4 per 
cent, 

The paragraph in regard to packed fish 
was amended as fixed by the senate 80 as 
to be made to apply specifically to fish in 
packages. 

Paragraph 261 was amended so as to spe- 
cifically provide that fresh mackerel, hali- 
but or salmon should be dutiable at the 
rate of 1 per cent per pound as well as 
pickled or salted articles. 


Paragraph 262 in regard to apples, etc., 
was amended so as to omit currants and 
the house rate of 2 cents per pound on such 
dried fruits as apples, peaches, pears and 
berries prepared in any Manner was fe- 
stored. The senate fixed a rate of 1 cent 
per pound. The senate language in para- 
graph 263 relating to preserved fruits, com- 
fits, etc., Was retained, but in addition to 
the 35 per. cent ad valorem allowed on 
these articles preserved in sugar, molasses, 
ete., 1 per cent per pound was given. The 
paragraph was also altered so as to reduce 
to 10 per cent the amount of alcohol = al- 
lowed with such preserves, the alcohol in 


addition to this amendment being required 
to pay $2.50 per gallon. 

The grape paragraph was amended so as 
to require the payment of 20 cents per cu- 
bie foot “‘of the capacity of the barrels or 
packages."” Orange and lemon peels pre- 
served and cocoanut meat, ete., were re- 
stored to the house rate of 2 cents per 
pound. On pineapples, the senate rate was 
retained. On unshelled filberts and wal- 
nuts the house rate of 3 cents per pound 
prevailed, while on shelled filberts and wal- 
nuts the senate rate of 5 cents per pound 
was sustained. 

The conference struck out the senate 
amendment providing for a duty of 2 cents 
per pound on dead game and game meats. 

Paragraph 282 relating to cocoa was 
amended by leaving out cocoanut oll. 

On dextrine burnt starch, etc., the house 
rate of 2 cents a pound was restored, the 
senate rate being l's cents. 


Regarding Cotton Thread. 


Paragraph 302, in relation to cotton thread 
and carded yarn, was amended by the con- 
ference so as to provide that the thread 
colored, bleached, combed, ete.,. so as to 
be advanced beyond. the tondition of sjn- 
gles by frrouping or twisting, of two or 
more single yarns, on all numbers exceed- 
ing 20 up to 80, are made dutiable at \ of 
a tent per number per pound. and _ = on 
threads of the same class numbered 80 and 
above, three-tenths of a cent per 
pound per number. In the original house 
bill there was no division as to numbers, 
all being made dutiable at the rate of three- 
tenths of a cent per number per pound. 

The senate left the house rate of three- 
tenths of a cent on the first division and 
provided an ad valorem of 50 per cent on 
the second. 

A portion of that part of paragragh 315 
relating to plushes, velvets, ete., which 
was stricken out by the senate was insert- 
ed, though in changed form. The insertion 
is a proviso to the effect that corduroys 
composed of cotton or other vegetable fiber 
weighing seven ounces or over per square 
yard shall pay a duty of 18 cents per 
square yard and 25 per cent ad valorem.” 

In paragragh 220, the senate amendments 
are all accepted except that reducing the 
rate on cotton suspenders and braces from 
45 to 40 per cent ad valorem. The  para- 
graph inserted by the senate (3194) provid- 
ing for an additional duty of 10 per cent 
ad valorem on all cotton yarns finer than 


No. 10 single and on all manufactures 
made of such yarns -was stricken out by 
the conference. The thread paragraph is 


a compromise between the two houses mak- 
ing a duty of 13 cents per pound on thraeds 
made from varn not finer than five lea or 
number and % of one cent per pound addl- 
tional for each lea or number in excess of 
five made from yarn finer than five lea or 
numbers. There is also a change in the 
next paragraph relating to single yarns tn 
the gray, reducing the senate sate on yarns 
not finer than 80 lea or number to 40 per 
cent ad valorem, which its a compromise 
between the two houses. 

Flax gill netting, nets, webs, ete., is Te- 
duced from 25 to 20 per cent ad valorem. 

Duty on Floor Matting. 


Floor mattings. which are taken from 
the free list. where they were placed by 
the senate, are made dutiable at % cents 
per square yard, whore their value does 
not exceed 10 cents per square yard, and 
at 7 cents per square yafd at 25 per cent 
ad valorem where their value exceeds 
10 cents per square yard. The rates fixed 
in the original house bill on floor mattings 
were 8 cents per square yard on valua- 
ticns under 10 cents, while on vaiuations 
above the rate was the same with an ad 
valorem of 25 per cent added. 

The house rate on plain woven fabrics 
of—single jute varrs, which the senate 
placed on the free list. was reduced from 
7% of a cent to % of a cent on yarns of 


/8 
that character not exceeding sixteen 
inches in width, and on those exceeding 


thirty and not exceeding fifty-five threads 
to the square inch, the rate was reduced 
from 1 cent per pound to % of a cent with 
15 per cent ad valorem added just as in 
the original house schedule. The house 
proviso requiring a specific duty of 1 per 
cent per pound on all of the above and 
20 per cent ad valorem in case they should 
be dyed, colored or stained was stricken 
out. The house rate was restored on flax 
pile fabrics. The rate is 60 per cent ad 
valorem. Bags or sacks made from plain 
woven fabrics and bagging for cotton, 
gunny cloth and similar fabrics were taken 
from the free list, where they were placed 


by the senate, and the language of the 
house practically restored in both § in- 


stances except that the rates were changed. 
On bags the house rate was reduced from 
% of a cent per pound and 15 per cent ad 
valorem to % of a cent per pound and 15 
per cent ad vyalorem. 

On bagging the house rate was reduced 
from %4 of a cent per square yard and 
15 per cent ad valorem to six-tenths of a 
cent per square yard and no ad valorem. 
The senate rate on handkerchiefs was ac- 
cepted. The senate phraseology and rates 
was retained on paragraph 346 relating to 
woven fabrics not specially provided for, 
except that in each case where the senate 
fixed the rates on a Weight of four ounces 
per square yard, the conference increased 
the weight to four and a half ounces. 


Tobacco Schedule. 


The conference accepted the senate rate 
and language on wrapper and filler to- 
bacco, except that the rate on wrapper 
tobacco was made $}.85 per pound instead 
of $1.75. The house\rate on imported ci- 
gars, cigarettes, etc., of $450 per pound 
and 25 per cent ad valorem was restored. 
gars, cigarettes, etc., of $4.50 per pound 
and 25 per cent ad valorem. There were 
no oOtker changes in the schedule on im- 
ported tobacco.

ROBED HERSELF FOR THE GRAVE 
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Alabama Girl Drinks Laudanum and 
Blows Her Brains Out. 

(Montgomery, Ala., July 19.—(Spectal.)— 
A sad story of despondency and suicide 
comes from Hare’s beat, in Marion county. 
Miss Willie Ophlia Thornel, a beautiful 
eighteen-year-old girl, highly connected 
and well educted, was found dead in her 
room by a servant, with a pistol ball 
through her brain. 

An investigation showed that in the ab- 
sence of the family the young woman 
had secured some laudanmm, gone to her 
room and swallowed two ounces of it. She 
then bathed herself, robed herself for the 
grave, wrote a note to her mother, the 
contents of which have not been made pub- 
lic, and then used the pistol. She was found 
by the servant an hour later. 

Distress over domestic troubles in her 
father’s family is said to have beea the 
cause of her suicide.

There is a strong pressure for Gaines, 
and he may land; if he does, the chances 
are Lyons will get something else good. 
Hie will name the postmaster for Augusta 
and in that case he will be W. H. Stall- 
ings. 

Colonel Dyer, who came up to play the 
roie of compromise candidate, has return- 


edi to Augusta satisfled that he couldn't 
land, 

l.vons himself believes Gaines will win 
and that he will be Augusta’s postmaster 
unless he is given something else that is 
good, 


Walter Corbett, who stands here for the 
head of the state organization, says Lyons 
will be postmaster at Augusta.

IT IS A PENITENTIARY OFFENSE |

When the Board Descended on Chicago 
Some Shippers Filed. . 


THEY HAVE NEVER GONE BACK, EITHER ' 


In Iowa Meat Packers Were Sent to | 


Penitentiary for Fraudulent 
Billing. 


Washington, July 19.—(Special.)—The in- 
formation has leaked out from the inter- 
state commerce commission that an inves- 
tigation is to be madé@ into the practices of 


1ippers in the southern states. Reports 
of irregular practices on the part of ship- 
pers have come up here from time to time, 
but the commission has been so busy with 
larger game that it has not givem much 
consideration to the subject until recently. 

Last year the commission sent an inspec- 
tor to Chicago and other western cities 
to look into the methods practiced by 
shippers, and some crooked things were dis- 
covered. Fraudulent classification was 
quite common and there were various 
schemes practiced to beat the railroads 
and to get an advantage over competitors 
in busin¢éss. The railroads were aware 
of some of the practices and of others 
they were i gnorant. After getting up a 
mass of evidence, the commission went to 
Chicago to investigate for itself. Notices 
were sent to a number of the men who 
had charge of the shipping departments 
in the cattle yards, meat packing houses, 
grain dealers amd others. This move caus- 
ed consternation among the parties who 
were summoned and they jumped the coun- 
try. They were not taking any chances 
on the penitentary or a heavy fine both 
and they sought safety in flight. Some 
of them have mever returned, and they 
do not rae to come back because they 
would be arrested. 

The commission has reason to believe 
that there is a good deal of fraud in the 
classification in the south. It is not certain 
whether the commission has had this in- 
vestigated by an inspector or not, but it 
is quite certain that the matter is going 
to be looked into. The law is very plain 
and the pumishment is severe for false 
billing and other frregularities on the part 
of shippers It has not been long since 
some meat and poultry dealers in a west- 
ern state werg convicted in the United 
States court of false billing and they were 
sent to the penitemtiary. 

The commissioners seem to have an eye 
on Atlanta and Nashville particularly. It 
has been reported here that Atlanta has 
had a number of flagrant cases, and if 
the commission should run down there 
some night, it would be well for the men 
with guilty consciences to take to the 
woods for a time. It used to be held 
thet a witness could not be compelled 
to testify before the commission against 
himself. That is, he could refuse to an- 
swer questions on the ground that the 
answer might get him in trouble. That 
was corrected, however, by congress and 
in the Brown case, the supreme court of 
the United States held that a witness who 
had violated the law could not ask to be 
protected. It Was stated in that decision 
that he should have thought about the 
disgrace and possible punishment before 
he violated the law. Criminal proceedings 
are pending in the courts against some 
westerners for false billing. The commis- 
sion devotes the most of its time to the 
railroads and their shortcomings, but the 
board may give shippers a turn for a 
while,

Conductors and Brakemen as Well as 
Other Branches May Be Drawn 
Into the Wage Struggle. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 19.—Some new feat- 
ures will likely be introduced in the coal 
struggle within the next two days, but 
the leaders are maintaining the greatest 
secrecy regarding their movements. It is 
believed they contemplate calling upon the 
railway organizations for assistance, 

Secretary. Warner gave out the informa- 
tion today that a meeting of ‘railway em- 
ployees was held here yesterday, and the 
situation of the miners’ strike thoroughly 
discussed. Resolutions were adopted pledg- 
jeg support to the strikers and each mem- 
ber was assessed $2 for the strike fund. Mr. 
Warner refused to divulge the name of the 
railroad employing the men, stating that it 
might lead to an investigation and the dis- 
charge of the men. From another source 
it was reported to be a meeting of the 
conductors and brakemen of the roads cen- 
tering in Pittsburg. It was claimed that the 
action taken was at the suggestion of the 
national officials of the railway trainmen’s 
union. Active work has been commenced 
in the coke region and efforts will be made 
to bring all the miners where. the prod- 
ict is being shipped to Pittsburg. Ex-Na- 
tional Vice President Cameron Miller, of 
the United Mine Workers, left this morning 
forthe coke region and addressed a mass 
meeting of the men employed at the Smock 
and Boyd mines. 

A mass meeting is scheduled to be held 
at Uniontown tomorrow, which will be ad- 
dressed by Messrs. Miller and Warner.

Fairmont, W. Va., July 19.--Eugene V. 
Debs addressed the entire male popula- 
tion of Fairmont tonight and about 200 
miners from the neighboring collieries. The 
meeting was a very enthusiastic one, and 
he was frequently applauded by the miners. 
Today at Monongah he held a meeting also 
and abcut 300 of the 650 strikers at that 
mine were in attendance. He organized a 
branch of the United Mine Workers of 
America with 200 members, and they will 


. hereafter hold meetings at 10 o’clock every 


morning. 

Tomorrow night Debs speaks at Rivers- 
villa and the next evening at Watséon, 
and as he has chosen the evening to make 
his addresses it is supposed he does not 
expect the men to come out before Thurs- 
dav or Friday.

There were twoegases of stabbing report- 
ed to the police la&t night—one which may 
prove serious, the other of a less danger- 
out nature, but both of the wounded men 
are at the hospital.

Joshua lives with his parents at & Col- 
lege street, and he helps to support him- 
Self by selling papers. Yesterday after- 
noon when he had disposed of his papers 
he started home with the few cents which 
he had made in his pocket. 

Hie had just reached the corner of Au- 
burn avenue and Peachtre street when sev- 
eral large negro boys stepped from among 
the shadows of the building and demandea 
that he throw up his hands. Joshua showed 
light, and told the boys that they would 
have to take the money away from him. 

This seemd to enrage the robbers, and 
one of them suddenly reached out his hand, 
in°-which he#held a pocket knife, and 
brought it down in the midle of the Httle 
negro boy's back. His assailants then 
made off, while Joshua fell to the pave- 
ment calling for an officer. A patrolman 
soon came to him, and the boy was taken 
to the hospital. 

At 3 late hour last night {tt was report- 
tfrrat he was improving, but his wound 
a dangerous one. It was found, how-

‘een his shoulder blades and had pene- 
trated his lung. lie bled a great dea,

Ed Summerau Takes Morphine in the 
Y. M. C. A. Parlor. 
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HE HAD NO MONEY OR WORK 


A Young Man Swallows Five Grains of 
Poison—His Life Saved and ne 
Becomes Frantic. 


Yesterday about noon a young man was 
taken to the police barracks for safe keep- 
ing and medical attention. He is Ed Sum- 
merau, and he had tried to end his earthly 
career in the parlors of the Young Men's 
Christian Assoctation with five grains of 
moi phine., 

The janitor at the Young Men's Christian 
Association building saw the young man 
swallow something from a paper, and he 
picked up the paper and discovered written 
upon it: “‘Morphia; five grains.” Dr. Shaf- 
fer, the medical director of the associa- 
tion, was immediately summoned, and he 
found Summerau in a profound coma. Hy- 
perdermic injections of atropia were ad- 


ministered and the patient made to take ex- 
ercise. In this way he was soon brought to 
consciousness, 

Summerau became very violent and 
wanted to whip somebody for having inter- 
fered with his attempt to end his Hfe. 
He became so unruty and made so many 
wild threats that it was deemed advisable 
to placa i:im in the polilea barracks. 

Summerau came to Atlanta from Augusta 
to seek employment. He had good letters 

introduction and recommendation, but 
found no position. In his pocket there was 
found a bottie of potassium per manganate, 
wWaich is an antidote to morphine. He had 
no- appearance, however, of being a victim 
to the opium habit. 

At the police barracks he was looked af- 
ter by the city physician, Dr. Hurst, and 
was f£00n pronounced entirely out of dan- 
ger. 

The young man had become despondent 
because he could find no work. Mr. John 
B. Dveriel states that Summerau is a 
brother-in-law of W. B. Marks, of: Aucus- 
ta, who is a member of the drug firm of 
the Howlett & Willett Drag Company. 
Summerau had told Mr Daniel that he was 
in bad health and in need of money. A 
short whilo ago Dr. Hicks, of Thomasville, 
Ga., wrote Mr. Daniel a letrer asking for 
a young man | Wished a position in 
a drug store. letter was forwarded 
to Summerau through the general delivery, 
but he did receive it until after the 
position was filled. This may have been 
tao last straw which caused him to de- 
cide to end his life. 

Summerau will be held at the police 
harracks until he entirely recovers or until 
friends come to his assistance. 
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SOUGHT HER OWN LIFE. 
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Eula Collins Grows Despondent and 
Takes Morphine. 

Eula Collins attempted to end her ‘ex- 
istence by taking morphine vesterday. The 
woman has been desnondent for some time 
and kas on several occasions announced 
her intention of commiting suicide. Once 
before she put this threat into execution, 
but she was revived by the physicians. 

The dose this time was taken at her res- 
ider ce, which is near the corner of Rhodes 
and Elliott streets. and it came near end- 
ing her life. She was found. Lowever, af- 
ter a time by several of her companions, 
and they at once reported the matter to 
the station house, where the ambulance 
was summoned. 

The physicians at the hospital reported 
that they did not Know just how much of 
the poison the woman had taken, but it 
must have been a g00d amount for it was 
a long time before she recovered conscious- 
ness. 

When she did she at once became unruly 
and for several hours gave the kindly phy- 
sicians such a time as they have never be- 
fore had. The women began to upbraid 
them for attempting to save her life and 
screamed and shrieked until the attendant? 
were well nigh worn out with worrying. 

She was calmed after a time, but the phy- 
sicians continued to work with her until 
it was certain that she would recover. At 
a late hour last night it was reported that 
she was beiter, and it-is probable that she 
will be sent back to her home this morn- 
ing.

the physicians has been in vain, for the 
woman declares that she will yet take her 
life, and as she grows proficient through 
experience in the art of committing suicide 
it is probabie that her efforts will meet 
with better success.

TRIED TO END HIS TROUBLES.

ley and the statement of the effect on the 
changes read. 

No Agreement as to Debate. 

Mr. Bailey, the leader of the minority, 
disclaimed before the reading began any 
responsibility for the statement which, 
he said, the minority has as yet no op- 
portunity to read. At the conelusion of 
the reading of the statement, Mr. Dingley 
took the floor. Before he began his speech 
he said he Cesired, if possible, to enter 
into an agreement with the minority as 
to the length of.time the debate should 
run. Mr, Bailey said the minority would 
like three days, but knowing that much 
time could not be obtained, he would be 
willing to agree to allow the debate to 
run today and tomorrow with provision 
for a vote before adjournment tomorrow. 

Mr. Dingley, in reply, said he was not 
prepared to agree to Mr. Bailey's proposi- 
tion. When he expressed the hope that a 
vote conld be reached today, the repub- 
licans broke into long and loud applause. 

“Talk at this time is Very expensive,” 
said Mr. Dingley. “It costs the treasury 
$100,000 a day.”’ 

All efforts to reach an agreement failed. 
Mr. ‘Dingley; with the statement that he 
would confer with Mr. Bailey later, c; en- 
ed his speech on the conference repert. 
The tigures and details of thé explanation 
of the changes were very dry, but the 
house gave him close and earnest .itten- 
tion. He took up each schedule, explain- 
ing in detail the changes made, and fol- 
lowing closely the-formal statement given 
out by the committee. As to the surren- 
der on the item of cyanide of potassium, 
he said it had been most unwillingly ac- 
corded by the house and only after the 
most positive insistence by the senate cvn- 
ferees. 

Expatiated at Length on Sugar. 

Concerning the sugar schedule Mr. Ding- 
ley read from the Official statement, add- 
ing brief comments. By the new arrange- 
ment about $2,000,000 increase of revenue 
would be realized, as the increase had 
been placed on raw sugars at the point 
where revenue Would be received and at 
the same time the beet sugar industry 
will receive substantial benefit. 

Mr. Dingley expressed regret that the 
senate had not allowed the retroactive 
clause of the bill to stand, at least, until 
the bill was about to become a law. Had 
it remained in the bill, he said, $25,000,000 
of revenue would have been saved to the 
treasury. When Mr. Dingley referred to 
the elimination of the stamp tax, Mr. Todd, 
democrat, of Michigan, Reked him if he 
then “confessed” that they had abandon#ad 
the idea of taxing the “stock gamblers’’ of 
Wall @treet. 

“Not at all,’ replied Mr.

Mr, Coopey republican, of Wisconsin, 
wanted an explanation of the net result 
of the change in the sugar schedule. 

Mr. Dingley explained it along the lines 
of the statement submitted by the con- 
ferees. The differential to the refiner, he 
Said, Was exactly the same as the house 
bill. This started a volley of questions 
about the sugar sthedule and Mr. Dingley 
was surrounded by half a hundred mem- 
bers, who listened attentively to the an- 
swers and questions. 

Mr. Johnson, republican, of Indiana, 
wanted to know if the inereased rate on 
refined sugar to the senate rate of 1.95 cents 
per pound would not increase the profits 
of the trust on the anticipatory importa- 
tions of raw sugars. 

A Comparison on Sugar. 

Mr. Dingley explained the impossibllity 
of preventing these profits. In 1894, when 
raw sugar was taken from the free list 
and made autiable at 40 per cent ad va- 
lorem, the importers got the benefit as 
they did now. Mr. Dingiey, after a calcu- 
lation, affirmed that the refiner of sugar 
under the present Wilson law had differ- 
ential of 22% cents per hundred pounds as 
against 124% cents in the pending bill 
agreed to by the confers. to the 
question of revenue to be raised by the 
bill, Mr. Dingley pointed out the difficulty 
resulting from the large anticipatory | 
portations. The bill mext year, he calcu- 
lated, would raise $225,000,000, $75,000, 000 
more than the present law. 

Over $40,000,000 had been lost in 
year’s revenues by the importations 
wool and sugar and other things, the 
duty on which was raised in the bill; 
that the calculation that the bill this year 
would raise $185,000.900. 

Mr. Dingley deciared that there was no 
doubt thar the revenue produced by the 
bill would not only be ample to meet the 
expenditures of the government, but to 
allow a republican administrat'on to begin 
again to pay off the principal of the public 
debt which had been increased by the late 
administration. 

In conclusion, Mr. Dingley predicted 
as a result of the enactment of this b.ll 
a rise of prices and a restoration of pros- 
perity.

As remarkable as it may ap- 
pear after all that our republican friends 
have said, the treasury reports show that 
instead of foreign competition increasing 
under the present law it has actually de- 
creased as compared with the McKinley 
law.

We have sufficient and 
abundant proof of this fact in the pending 
bill, which gives to the sugar trust 4a 
pure gratuity which experts estimate at 
not less than $1,900,000 annually. 

“IT am not willing to charge in this high 
place that the republican party has sold 
its intellect and conscience to the sugar 
trust, and I prefer to believe that it has 
been driven by the logic of its position te 
the aseistance of a monopoly which has 
grown so bold under its special privileges 
that it scandalizes congress and defies 
the power of tha courts. But, sir, the re- 
publican party must confess that it has 
sold itself to the sugar trust or it must 
admit that protection cannot deny its ben- 
efits to monopoly.” 

Mr. Batley reviewed the sugar schedule 
at leneth and seored the sugar trust, add- 
ing: ‘My deliberate judgment is that the 
sugar trust possesses its power over you 
not because it buys your individual votes, 
but beeause it is 2 part of your system 
and as it helps to support ‘your system, 
vour system is compelled to help support it: 
and it is certain that trusts will continue 
to iperense in number and power as long 
as-you. continue your policy of protection. 

“Tl am aware, sir, that there are some 
who pretend to believe that an utterance 
like this is not In harmony with the plat- 
form of our last national convention; but 
there '‘s nothing in the language of that 
platform or in the circumstances attending 
its adoption to warrant that opinion. 

Pleaded for No Special Privilege. 

“T am opposed to republican protection, 
because it discriminates between American 
citizens, giving to the one who sells an un- 
just advantage ovér the one who buys; 
and I am opposed to this modern theory 
of free raw materials, because it discrimi- 
rates between American citizens, giving to 
the one who buy an unjust advantage 
over the one who gells. 

“I do not plead for special privilege for 
the farmers; I only plead in deferse of the 
democratic party for having said that in 
dealing with this question it will keep its 
pledge that none shall enjoy a special favor 
nor shall any suffer a special burden; but 
that all shail stand equal before the law. 
To establish and maintain the equal rights 
of men was the great mission to which 
its founders dedicated the GCemocratic par- 
ty a hundred years ago, and to which 
we consecrated it last yeir. We adhere 
steadfastly ard faithfully to this, the 
most vital of all our principles. The 
American people will regard our fidelity 
with their contidence, and Wwe can reward 
their confidence by perpetuating forever 
and forevermore ihis, the greatest, the 
freest and therefore the best government 
that ever rose to animate the hopes or 
to bless the ygacrifices of mankind.” 


Sensational Scenes Occur. 

Just before the close of Mr. Balley’s 
remarks the most sensational incident of 
the debate had occurred.

“How could the gentleman from Ten- 
nessee,"’ he continued. when the applause 
subsided. ‘‘vote for free wool in the face 
of the Chicago platform which he helped 
to defend?” 

“The Chicago platform did not take the 
back track on the principle of tariff for 
revenue orly.’’ replied Mr. MeMillin. 

“T'll prove that it did,”’ cried Mr. Bailey. 
“If Mr. Robertson, of Loutsiana, in the 
house?" he asked, looking about him. But 
Mr. Robertson was not present, and Mr. 
Bailey proceeded to argue that the Chi- 
cago platform did return to the old demo- 
cratic theory. He said the present dem- 
ocratic organization sought to rescue the 
party from those who were wrecking it. 
When the party was making new recruits 
the wreckers had deserted it. 

Mr. McMillin, in turn, delved 
Bailey's past and pointed out occasions 
when the Lone Star statesman had voted 
for free coal, free iron ore, free barbed 
wire, free sugar and even free woo! in the 
fifty-second congress.

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Asheville, N. C., July 19.—(Special.)—Mrs., 
W. J. Cocke, wife of a former mayar of 
Asheville, committed suicide here this af- 
ternoon in a fit of temporary despondency 
and while alone in her room at her resi- 
dence, 167 French Broad avenue. 

Mrs. Cocke placed a revolver to her head 
and fired, the passing through her 
temple, causing ceath instantly. 

Mrs. Cocke left a letter to her husband 
bidding him“an affectionate goodby and 
giving directions for the arrangements for 
her funeral and selecting the palibearers 
as well as the flowers for the casket. ~ 

Mrs. Cocke was Miss Minnie Shawhan 
Lynn, of Cynthiana, Ky.. and a member 
of a prominent Kentucky family. She 
married Mr. Cocke on the 23d of September, 
1896, in the Christian church at Cythiana, 
She had been a visitor to Asheville before 
her marriage and then. as well as since, 
made friends of all she met. who loved her 
for her attractive traits of character. 

The news of her death comes to the peo- 
ple of Asheville with a peculiar saddening 
force, and no occurrence in Asheville in 
years has caused more unanimous expres- 
sions of sorrow.

The Lesson in the Lynching of Ryder. 

More than a year ago Dr. W. L. Ry- 
der assassinated Miss Owen, of Talbot- 
ton, Ga. 

Yesterday afternoon, Ryder having 
once been convicted and having secured 
a new trial, a continuance was granted 
the defense on account of the sickness of 
its leading counsel, Colonel Worrill. 

Last night, while Dr. Ryder was in 
charge of officers on the way from Tal- 
botton to Columbus, Ga., where he has 
been held for safe keeping, a mob seized 
upon the unfortunate prisoner and car- 
ried to its conclusion, without the right 
of law, the sentence of death that was 
imposed upon him at his first trial. 

It is an-eccurrence of this kind that 
brings the people face to face twith the 
certainty that there is a radical ineffi- 


ciency existing in the criminal laws of 
Georgia. And it is not difficult to find 
in this deplorable affair a warning that 
is not to be overiooked.

much. They represent in part the sov- 
eignty of the state and are clothed with 
the power of dispensing equal and exact 
justice to all. 

Let our judicial officers, 
high-minded and fearless men as they 
are, declare by their official grasp of the 
reins of justice that crime in Georgia 
shall be suppressed!

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Respect for Public Officers. 


We cail the attention of our readers to 
a communication published elsewhere in 
these columns from the pen of Judge 
John L. Hopkins, of the Atlanta bar, 
bearing upon the recent tragic death*of 
Patrolman R. lL. Albert, one of the mst 
efficient members of the Atlanta police 
department. ; 

in the frightful and patketic circum- 
stances surrounding the death of this 
brave young officer, Judge Hopkins dis- 
covers a lesson of statuary import which 
he points out in his vigorous and char- 
acteristic style. 

In the opinion of Judge Hopkins, whose 
views upen this subject are the result ot 
ripe judicial experience, there is not 
enough respect for public cfficers mani- 
fested by our people. Instead of look- 
ing upon these officers as exponents of 
the law itself, Judge Hopkins argues that 
the disposition of public sentiment is to 
look upon them merely as individuals. 
As the result of this misconception he 
contends that much. evil is engendered 
in the community which would not 
otherwise exist. ‘Every public werd of 
disparagement, ridicule or contempt 
spoken of the police,” says he, “is. in 
tendency at least, an invitation to erime. 
The habit of speaking lightly of public 
cfficers is a bad one, and tends to bring 
guardians of the public safety into dis- 
repute.” This is strong language, but 
on careful examination it is found to be 
correct. Unless the ofcers of the law 
are treated with proper deference anda 
respect, there is bound to be serious tron- 
ble, and fhe sooner this er!l {s correct- 
ed the better it will be for the communi- 
ty. The Constitution warmly commends 
the card of Judge Hopkins to its reada- 
ers.

Corner Case Is Upheld. 


BUT COUNCIL CHANGES LAW 


Prohibitive Sidewalk Fruit Stand Law 
ls Repealed by That Body. 


LICENSES ISSUED AT COUNCIL'S OPTION 


Mayor Collier Will Probably Veto This 
Ordinance—Aldermanic Board 
Against Sidewalk Stands. 


The sidewalk fruit stand question will 
not down. It bobs up at almost eyery ses- 
gion of the city council, and that body has 
put itself on record in several different 
ways on the subject during the present 
year. 

Yesterday the section of the tax ordi- 
nance prohibiting fruit stands on the side- 
walks was repealed, and the council can 
now grant licenses for such purpose upon 
recommendation of the tax committee. 

The question will again come up at the 
“next meeting, several petitions for license 
having been presented to council yester- 
day and referred to the tax committee. 

The first action of the council on the sub- 
ject yesterday’ was the sustaining of the 
yeto of the mayor on the petition of 
George Carailee for a license to run a fruit 
the Norcross corner. The mayor 
stated that the city stand is on the city 
sidewalk and that he could not approve 
the license petition. 

Mr. Norcross Before Council. 

Mr. Virgil Norcross, thje son of Mr. Jona- 
than Norcross, appeared before the coun- 
cil and stated that it was a herdship on 
the owner of the property to prevent the 
renting of the sidewalk for fruit stand pur- 
poses. He said in 1859 Mr. Norcross: sold 
the city twenty feet of property to widen 
Peachtree street, reserving the right to use 
two feet in making a‘stairway entrance to 
his basement. The sidewalk is twelve feet 
wide at that point, he said, and he thought 
* the city should allow the use of the two 
feet. 

The mayor's veto was sustained, howev- 
er, and under the ruling the fruit siand 
must be removed from the place. 

Mr. Culberson’s Repealing Ordinance. 


“Later tn the session Mr. Culberson intro- 
duced gn ordinance repealing the following 
sentences of the tax ordinance: 

“No fruit stand shall occupy or use any 
portion of the street or sidewaik with 
fruits; fixtures, heating or cooking appara- 
tus or other articles of stek; and a viola- 
tion of this shall‘ work a revocation of 
license. This section on this subject shall 
hereafter be printed.on licenses furnished 
to said dealers.”’ 

Alderman Rice made the point that the 
aldermanie board should vote separately 
on the ordinance because it looks to the 
granting of a franchise to rent out the 
sidewalks of the city. The point was over- 
ruled by Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmock and 
the ordinance was then adopted by the 
fodowing votg¢g:

Petition Will Be Referred. 

The law as it now stands says licenses 
Shall not be granted unless recommended 
by the’ tax committee.

Jumbo May Get Them. 

There are two or three now running in 
the face of the fact that they have not 
been granted license and have no permit 
to do business from the city. It is said 
that Jumbo Hunter will be sent after the 
Owners of stands of this kind and that he 
‘Will arrest them for doing business without 
license, 

Alderman Woodward introduced a strin- 
sent ordinance making it unlawful for any 
citizen to rent out a part of the streets for 
any purpose. This was reférred to the 
Crdinance committee. 

Mr. Norcross’s Unique Petition.

The rain yesterday came very near wash- 


‘ing away Atlanta’s urion depot. 


The physical fact that the depot is situvat- 
ed in a hollow was all that saved it from 
being carried away by the waters which 
flooded it to a depth of nearly two inches 
yesterday during the rain. 

The old structure was a perfect sea for 
nearly an hour. Passengers who came in 
on the trains had to wade out, as there 
were no boats or gangplanks. Mud, trash. 
greasy cloths and every other form of truck 
was floating over the floor space of: the 
Station, and some of the plank flooring was 
loosened and swimming around. 

The depot proved itself to be a disgrace 
to this city. Great slushes of water ran 
in from the Western end and flooded the 
entire depot. The greasy flooring was 
made more slippery and !t was decidedly 
dangerous to waik. A!l who had occasion 
to g0 near the depot commented on the 
way it could be flooded so easily. When 
the water finally subsided thedepot was 
covered with a collection of mud and trash 
from the streets and presented a very bad 
appearance. 

If a new depot !sn’t bullt or great changes 
made in the present structure, a few more 
rains like that of yesterday will render 


it absolutely useless as a passenger sta- 
tion.

Man Conversant with the 
Paints a Picture of Wealth. 


SOME DOUBT TRUTHFULNESS OF REPORTS 


Editor Hobart, However, Declares the 
Streams Do Not Run Over Beds 
of Virgin Gold.

New York, July 19.—Daniel Guggenheim, 
of the firm of M. Guggenheim & Sons, 
who has large smelting interests, when 
seen at his Long Branch cottage, con- 
firmed the reported discoveries in the 
Yukon country and prophesied that the 
new flelds would vield far fin excess of 
even present roseate indications. 

“For some time many farm hands and 
expert mining engineers have been at 
work in Alaska,” he said, “and the re- 
ports leave no doubt that the Yukon gold 
fields will prove the richest in the world. 


"My opinion is that as soon as the country 


has been opened up and shipping facilities 
furnished the output of gcld will be sim- 
ply enormous. As the production of goid 
increases silver will be enhanced in value. 
This I regard as certain.” 

There aro well informed men who look 
upon the reported discoveries as exagger- 
ated. One of these is F. H. Hobart, as- 
sociated editor of The Engineering and 
Mining Journal. 

“Yes, I have read these stories,” he said, 
“but to be frank, I do not credit them.
